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SUFFRAGE IS DELAYED 


Y the narrow margin of 
one vote the Susan B. An- 
thony equal 
amendment failed of adop- 
tion by the senate. As the pe- 
riod between now and the fourth 
of March is so short, there is lit- 
tle likelihood that favorable ac- 
tion may be had this session, al- 
though there is possibility of a 
change of heart on the part of 
one or two senators, in which 
event reconsideration might be 
had. 

Should the amendment go over 
to the next congress, action upon 
it will have to be begun all over 
again in both houses. There is 
strong probability, however, that 
it will go through house and sen- 
ate successfully, perhaps at the 
extra session which now seems 
inevitable. 

The equal suffrage cause was 
not, helped by the flagrantly 
unlawful, disloyal and _ disre- 
spectful action of a contingent 
of the woman’s national party 
that burned President Wilson in 
effigy in front of the White 
House, as well as burning ex- 
tracts from his European speeches 
on Liberty and Democracy. This 
was an intolerable outrage and 
it only is fair to the masses of 
the well-poised women suffragists 
of the country to say that they 
disapprove such mischievous and 
wholly inexcusable conduct.— 
Long Beach Press.

MEXICO AGAIN 


VER since the assassination 

of Madero Mexico has been 

a dangerous neighbor of 

the United States, always 
in possibility, frequently in fact 
—turbulent, disordered, a disas- 
ter to itself, a menace to us. 

Mexicans have robbed and kill- 
ed each other. They have devas- 
tated lands which ought to be 
productive. They have kept their 
country in a‘ medievalism of ra- 
pine and destruction offensive to 
every instinct of orderly people. 

They have insulted the United 
States at every opportunity. They 
have ravaged American territory. 
‘they have killed American citi- 
zens in American homes, Ameri- 
ean soldiers in American camps. 
They have resisted the half-heart- 
ed and ineffeetively conducted 
military expeditions which have 
been sent to correct their ideas 
and their habits. 

They have been lawless and 
contemptuous. For a while they 
had respect for the suddenly de- 
veloped military strength of the 
United States or seemed to’ have. 
We them easily with 
ideas of our incompetenee, with 
difficulty of our na- 
tional solveney.

Imagine France without action 
submitting to Arab raids even 
upon its North African territory. 
Imagine any great nation toler- 
ating, without effective reprisals, 
incursions upon its territory re- 
sulting in the murder of its, citi- 
zens. 

Stable, competent governments 
do not permit such things. This 
is one aspect of our dealings with 
Mexico. The other aspect is even 
more serious, humiliating as the 
first one is. Mexico deals with 
foreign nations whose care for 
lives and propery of their citi- 
zens is scrupulous. 

Mexico has not only American 
property but it has British and 
French property. For a long 
time the threats of the Mexican 
government against oil properties 
operated in Mexico by foreign 
capital have been disturbing. 
There were signs of German influ- 
ence in the attitude of the Mexi- 
can government against the oil 
production needed for aval pur- 
oses for our own allies. 

The threat has grown in signifi- 
cance, although the war is end- 


ed. The new constitution of 
Mexico contains a_ confiscation 
elause which would take the 


properties away from their own- 
ers. The foreign nations whose 
capital is involved will not tol- 
erate this. The United States 
will protect them or they will 
protect themselves. 

The British and French do not 
submit to such invasions of their 
rights. The capital which went 
into Mexico for the development 
of oil fields was essential to their 
development. The Mexicans 
would have had nothing if this 
capital had not been furnished. 
It entered Mexico upon terms 
which the Mexicans stipulated. 
The only development Mexico has 
had it has obtained by such 
means. 

The one promise of Mexican re- 
generation is offered by the use 
of capital furnished by Ameri- 
eans and Europeans. A lawless- 
ness which attempts confiscation 
will not be tolerated. We may 
rest assured of that. The United 
States which is maintining an out- 
post in the frozen north of Rus- 
sia to help in the regeneration of 
the Russians, in the emergence 
from anarchy, will not maintain 
any force against Mexico which 
will guarantee the Mexicans from 
their own sins and the security of 
the United States from complica- 
tions which will involve us with 
other nations. 

Mexico is our exposed and 
dangerous flank. Not only do 
the Mexicans impose upon our 
weakness and indulgence, not 
only do they furnish Villas to 
raid our towns and camps at 
pleasure, steal cattle, kill ranch- 
men, and burn houses, but they 
keep open the doors by which 
international difficulties of the 
most, serious nature will come 
upon us. 

The Mexican character is im- 
pressionable. It can be impress- 
ed by ideas of the strong pur- 
pose and intent of the United 
States. It can be impressed by 
ideas of the weakness and in- 
competence of the United States. 
As the Mexicans are impressed 
the Mexieans will behave, and 
thus far we have impressed them 
merely with ideas of our own fu- 
tility.

HIGH BUSHEL WEIGHTS IN 1918 

Investigation by the Bureau of 
Crop Estimates indicates an average 
weight of 58.8 pounds per bushel for 
the wheat crop of this country in 
1918. The average for 1917 was 58.5 
pounds, and the 10-year average end- 
ing with 1917 was 58.1 pounds. The 
oats crop of the United States in 
1918 had an average weight of 32.2 
pounds per bushel and for the pre- 
ceding 10 years 82 pounds, An av- 
erage weight of 46.9 pounds = per 
bushel is reported for the 1918 bar- 
ley crop, compared to 46.4 pounds 
for the previous eight crops.
